He is a Gentleman of good Birth 
and Fortune in Ireland, liv'd hete in a very decent 
Figure: He is a Perſon of Wit and Learning, has 
travell'd, and convers'd in the beſt of Company; 
and was very much eſteem'd amongſt us here, where 
J had the Pleaſure of his Acquaintance : But he 
had the Original Sin of being a reputed Tory, and 
a Dependant on the Duke of Ormond: However, 
he had many Friends among the Biſhops and other 
Nobility, to recommend him to the Queen, At 
the ſame time there was another Fellow of that 
College, one Dr. Hall, who had much the advan- 
tage of Prat in Point of Seniority. This Gentleman 
had very little produc'd himſelf himſelf into the 
World, but liv'd retir'd, though otherwiſe ſaid to 
be an excellent Perſon, and very deſerving for his 
Learning and Senſe.

deſtroying about 60 or 70000], otherwiſe his

and Neceſſary, and with more Honeſty than Wit, 
gave the following Reaſons : Firſt, That the Mu- 
ſtur Maſter-General computed to Pay off the whole 
Military Liſt, which is above 200, oool. per Annum, 
ſo having no check on him, might commit Mi- 
ſtakes, to the great Prejudice of the Crown : And 
Secondly, becauſe he himſelf had found out ſeveral 
of thoſe Miſtakes, which a Comptroller might pre- 
vent. The Lords Juſtices approv'd of theſe 
Reaſons, and ſo ſent over their Report to my L— 
I. tt that they thought the Office Uſeful and 
Neceſſacy. - But Col. P r the Muſter- Maſter- 
General being then in London, and having giving 
my L—d L———t roool. for his Conſent to 
enjoy that Office, after he had got Her Majeſty's 
Ol ders for a Patent, thought a Check upon his Of- 
fice woy'd be a rroubleſome Spy upon him, ſo he 
pieaded che Merit of his 1000/, and deſired, that in 
conſderation thereof, his Ex——— y - wou'd free 
him from an Office that wou'd put it out of his 
| Power to wrong the Crown; and to ftrengthen 
his Pretenſions, put my L— dy in mind of what 
Money he had loſt with her at Play; who imme 
diately, out of of a grateful Senſe of Benefits re- 
ceiv d, raii'd as much againſt the Lords Juſtices Re- 
port, as ever ſhe had done againft the Tories ; and 
my L-—d L———rprompted by the ſame Vir- 


tue, made his Report, that there needed no Com-

ptroller to that Office, bezauſe he controll'd it 
himſelf, which (now having given his Word for it) 
he will beyond all doubt, effectually do for the fu- 


ture; tho ſince, it plainly has been made appear, 


that for want of ſome Comptrol on that Office, 
Her Majeſty has been wrong'd of many Hundred 
Pounds, by the Roguery ofa Clerk; and that during 
the Time of his Ex —ys Government, of 
which there has been but a ſmall Part refunded, 
and the reſt has not been enquit'd after, for fear it 
ſhould make it plainly appear that a Comptroller in 
that Office is abfolutely Neceſlary. 
His Ex y being deſirous, for a private 
Reaſon, to provide for the worthleſs Son of a worth- 
leſs Father, who had lately Sold his Company,and 
of Courſe all Pretenſions to Preferment in the Ar- 
my, took this Opportunity. A Captain, in the 
oldeſt Regiment in the Kingdom, being worn out 
with Service, defird leave to Sell, which was 
granted him, and accordingly for a Conſideration 
agreed upon, he gave a Reſignation of his Compa- 
ny to a Perſon approv'd of by the Commander of 
the Regiment, who at the ſame time apply'd to his 
Ex: y for leave for another Captain of his 
Regiment, who was an Engineer in Her Majeſty's 
Service in Spain, and abſent by her Majeſty's Li- 
cenee; his Ex>——y hearing that, faid they 
mighe give him a Company in Spain, for he would 
diſpoſe of his here; and fo, notwithſtanding all 
the Commander of the Regiment cou'd urge, he 


gave the Company that was regularly ſurrender'd, 


to his worthy Favourite; and the other Company, 
that was a diſputable Title, to the Gentleman that 
paid his Money for that which was ſurrender'd. 
Talking one Morning as he was drefling (at leaſt 
a dozen People prefent) of the Debates , in Coun- 


cil about the Affair of Trim, he faid the L. C. J. D.

"hid laid down as Law, a Thing lor Which a Mati 
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ought to have his Gown ſtript off, and be whipt at 
the Carts-Arſe ; and in leſs than a quarter ot an 
Hour repeated the Expreſſion again; yet ſome 
Days after, ſent Dr: L--mb-rt to aſſure his Lord- 
ſhip he ſaid no ſuch Thing. Some time after while 
he was in England, he made it his utmoſt Efforts

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with the Queen to turn him out, but cou'd not. So 


when he came over again he took an Opportuni- 
ty (when the Judges were to wait on him) to ſay 
to them, particularly L. C. J. D. that perhaps ſome 
officious Perſons would ſpread Stories, that he had 
endeavour'd to do ſome of em a Prejudice in Eng- 
land, which he aſſured them he never had; but 
on the contrary, wou'd always, without Diſtin- 
&ion, ſhew every Body his Fayours as they be- 
hav'd themſelves ; which the L. C. J. B--rdr-k was 
Pleas'd to approveof, by ſaying, That was very Ho- 
nourable, that was very Gracious, tho he knew the 
contrary himſelf. . W 
In England he bid Mr. Deering aſſure all his 
Friends and Acquaintance here, that they and e- 
very Body, without Diſtinction, might depend on 
his Favour as they behav'd themſelves; with which 
Mr. D. was much pleas'd, and wrote over to his 
Friends accordingly. And as ſoon as his Back was 
. he jeeringly ſaid, D-mn me, ho eaſily he 
_ DS . 
When the D. of O. was in the Government, he 
gave to Mr. Anderſon Saunders the Government of 
Wicklow-Caſtle , which has no Salary, but a Per- 
quiſite of ſome Land worth about 12 J. per Annum, 
which Mr. Saunders gave to the Free School of the 
Town; but his Ex — not liking either the Per- 
ſon or the Uſe, without any Ceremonies or Reaſon 
given, ſuperſeded him, by giving a Commiſſion for 
it to Fennings the Horſe-Courſer, who lay under 
ſeveral odious and ſcandalous Reflections, particu- 
larly of very narrowly eſcaping the Gallows for 
Coining, Some 
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Some time after his Ex — y's Landing the ſe- 
cond time, he ſent for Mr. Saunders among others, 
deſiring their good Offices in the enſuing Seffion, 
and that Mr. Saunders would not take amiſs his giv- 
ing that Place to Jennings, for he aſſur d him he did 
not know it belong'd to him; which is highly pro- 
bable, becauſe Men of his Knowledge uſe to give 
away Things without enquiring how they are in 
their diſpoſal. Mr. Saunders anſwer'd him, he was 
very glad to find what was done, was not out of any 


particular Diſpleaſure to him, becauſe Mr. Whit- 


ſhed had ſaid at Wicklow (by way of Apology for 
what his Ex ——y had done) that it was occaſion d 


by Mr. Saunders's having it; and ſeeing his Ex=y 
had no ill Intention againſt him, was glad he could 


way, (for he had a Caſtodium for the Land out of 
the Court of Exchequer) ; fo his Ex =Ys 
Commiſſion. to Fennings cou'd'do him no Prejudice. 
Lit. G. Echlin had Pay on this Eſtabliſhment as 
Brigadier, to the middle of October 1708, at which 
Time he was remov'd from it by his Ex Y, 
becauſe his Regiment went away at that Time, and 
Lt. G. Gorges was put in his Room. Some time af- 
ter Maj. G, Rooke , conſidering the Reaſon why 
Echlin was removd, concluded that Gorges cou'd

Duty. His EX——y upon hearing the Reaſon, 
own'd it to be a very good one, and told him if 
the Money were not paid to Gorges, he ſhou'd have 
it; ſo bid him go ſee, which he did, and found it

was; then his EX y told him, he would refer 
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his Caſe to the Court of General Officers to give 
their Opinion in it, which he ſaid muſt needs be 
in his Favour , and upon that Ground, he wou' d 
find a way to do him Right; yet when the Gene- 
ral Officers ſat, he ſent for ſeveral of them, and 
made them give the Cauſe againſt Rooke.. 
When the Proſecution againſt the Diſſenting 
_ Miniſters at Drogheds was depending, one Stevens 4 
Lawyer in this Town (Dublin 3 ſent his EXx—>?, 
then in London, a Petition in the Name of the ſaid 
Diſſenting Miniſters, in behalf of himſelf and others, 
who lay under any ſuch Profecution ; and in about 
a Fortnights time his Ex —— y ſent over a Letter 
to the then Lords Juſtices, to give the Attorney and 
Sollicitor General Orders to enter nol; proſequi's to 
all fuch Suits ; which was done accordingly, tho! 
he never ſo much as enquir'd into the Merit of the 
Cauſe, or refer'd the Petition toany Body, which 
is a Juſtice done to all Men, let the Caſe be never 
ſo light. He ſaid he had Her Majeſty's Orders for 
it, but they did not appear under Her Hand, and 
it is generally affirm'd he never had any. 
That his Ex—-cy could deſcend to ſmall Gains, 
take this inftance. The-e was 850 l. order'd by her 
Majeſty to buy Liveries for the State-Trumpets, Meſ- 
ſengers, &c. but with great Induſtry he got them 
made cheaper by 200 J. which he ſav'd out of that 
Sum; and tis reported that his Ste ward got a hand- 
ſome Conſideration out of the Undertaker beſides. 
The Agent to his Regiment being ſo alſo to ſe- 
veral others, bought a Lieutenant's Commiſlion in 
a Regiment of Foot, for which he never was to do 
any Duty; which Service pleaſed his Ex cy ſo 
well that he gave him leave to buy a Company, and 
would have had him kept both 3 but before his 
Pleaſure was known, the tormer was diſpoſed of. 
The L-—d It has no Power to remove 
or put in a Soliicitor General without a Q—'5 Let- 
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ter, it being one of the Employments excepted 
out of his Commiſſion ; yet becauſe Sir R. L-v-ng 
diſoblig'd him by voting according to his Opinion, 
he remov'd him, and put in Mr. Forſter, tho he had 
no 4 oak Letter for ſo doing, only a Letter from 
Mr. Secretary Boyle, that her Majeſty deſign'd to 
remove him. ; J 
The Privy- Council in Ireland have a great ſhare 


of the Adminiſtration ; all things being carry'd by 


the Conſent of the Majority, and they fgn all 
Orders and Proclamations made there, as well as 
the Chief Governour; but his Ex — cy diſlik d 
ſo much ſhare of Power in any beſide himſelf; 
and when matters were debated in Council other- 


wiſe than he approv'd, he would ſtop them, and 
fay, Come, my Lords, I fee how your Opinions Ye 


put an end to the Diſpute. ©« | 


One of his Chiet Favourites was a Scandalous
